hee was receiued of CMartha', but ary made 
choiſe of the better, part ;, and was preferred 
before her ſiſter , and although thee care of 
Martha in entertaining of Chriſt is not to bee 
wiſliked : yer eMaryes diligence in hearing 
his doQtrine , is of purpole pteferced , to teach 
vs, that it is much better with 2Zary to ſtudy 
inthe word, and fo firſtroſecke the kingdome 
of God, then with Aſartha to labour ih the 
world, and ſo to negle& that heauenly king- 
| dome,and yet notwithſtanding ſuch is the cor- 
ruption of this ruſty age, that our greateſt care

| manin Zzke the twelfth , inJarged his Barnes 

wherein to put his ſtore for many yeares, but 
wee neuer, or very late, remember to prouide 
forthe life ro come, like that other rich man in 
Lake 16. that neuer thought of heaven till hee 
was tormented in hell. 
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| Theſeſiſters: were godly women, and both 


_ earneſt fauourers of Ieſus Chriſt, and-yer in the 


magnerof. their deuotion,, there is ſuch diffe. 
rencethatthe wordly affc&ion of the one, ma 

in ſome ſort be miſliked in ceſpe of the godly 
excrciſe and practiſe of: the other . Martha is 
fore incombered with much ſeruing, but Mary 
1s atteniiue to heare the word of God: for if it 


bea matterof' coſt or trouble , if they cannot 


heare the word preached without ſome hinde- 
rance to their worldly buſinefſe,and ſome extra- 
ordinary charge to theirpurſſe, then like the 


, Gadarinites they are content to take their 


leaue of Chriſt and his word , and had rather 
looſe that heauenly pearle , then they would 
part from their worldly pelfe,burt let Chriitians 
learne firſtro ſecke the kingdome of God , and 
hisrighteouſneſſe, and then to prouide tor the

| Now while ©Hary was carefull for the food 
of the ſoule, CHartha was curious to prouide 
food for the body , her greateſt care was to en* 
'tertaine Chriſt, and to make him good cheere, 
co teſtifie her thankfull minde ynto him , that 
had raiſed her brather Lazarus from death to 
life , therefor c hee was worthy to bee well en- 
tertained. 

Jt was well done therefore of Martha , to

| fhew her thankfull minde vato Chriſt , butir 
| 4asnot well done at that time,to ſhewhgr ſelfe 
thankfull in that manner , for ſhee wasfo'heare 
the word ,for at that time Chrift preached rhe .

in other affaires, and to neglect the greateſt 
affaire , which 1s the meanes of our ſaluarion, 
there is atime wherein wee oughtto labour in 
our yocation,and a time wherein wee oughr ro 
hearethe word, And as wee may not vrterly 
| neglect our lawfull callings to follow Sermons, 
ſo muſt wee not beſtow the Sabaoth which 1s 
conſecrated to the ſeruice of God, in following 
theworkes of our yocation. All things haue 
their appointed time ( ſaith the VViſe man ) 
Eccle.;. and every thing is fſeemely in his con= 
venient feaſon , but when things aic done pre- 
poſterouſly , and out of order there followerh 
confuſion. | 

Although Afartha did not heare Chriſt, yet 
ſhee did labour for Chriſt: many in theſe dayes 
will neither labour for Chriſt, nor heare Chriſt, 
| dutas the 1ſraclites were weary of their iorney

| Manna, fo theſe men are weary ot cuery godly

AAartha complained of her fhſter to Chriſt , that

Chriſtreproeueth Marthas curiofitie, and then 
excuſerh , yea commendeth Mares care, ſay. 
ing vnto her , Martha, Hartha, thou careſt 
and art troubled about many things, but one 
thing is needfull. Mary hath choſenthebetter 
part, which ſhall not bee taken from her , one 
thing is neceſſary ſaith Chrift, and what is that 
one thing,cuen to heare the word of God prea- 
ched, which is the power of God to ſaluationts 
euery one that belecueth, 

A man may betrer want all things, then that 


. one necdfull thing, and yet wee defire all other 


things, and negle& that one thing which is ſo 
needfull : rhis ong thing hath Mary cholen, 
and therefore hath choſen the better part. 
CHarthas part is good, becauſc it prouideth for 


this life, bur CAaries part is better , becauſcit

other is heauenly , as 1s written, Thos ſhalt ſerue 
the Lord thy God in holyneſſe and righteouſneſſe, 
all the dayes of thy life , ſo there is an aQiue life 
which confifteth in the practiſing of the af- 
faires of this life, wherein man ſheyeth him- 
ſelfe to bee like himſelfe : and thc a CON= 
templatiue life which confiſteth in the medita= 
tion of diuine and heauenly things , wherein 
man ſheweth himſelte ro bee like the Angeils: 
for they which labour in their temporall yoca- 
tion, doe live like men, but they which labour 
in ſpiritnall matters , live like Angels ; when 
| theſe heare the word , then GOD ſpeaketh 
ynto them , and when they pray , they ſpeake 
ynto God, ſo that there is a continuall con» 
ference betweene GOD and them, becauſe 
they are continually exerciſed in hearing and 
praying. 

As for all other things, whether they bee 
honors, promotions, pleaſures, riches, and what 
net, they ſerue onely for maintenance of this 
preſent life., which is ſo ſhort , and ſubic& ro 
mutability,but che word of God, is the food of 
the ſoule , the bread of life,chat immortall feed 
which 
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which briogeth forth vnto cternall life: Let the 
word of God therefore be precious yato ys al- 
wayes,becauſc it is ſo permanent. 
Againe the ſpirituall minds are heauenly and 
looke vp, becauſe their minds are aboue, where 
their treaſure 15,but the carnall minds are carths 
ly, and looke downe like beafts , becauſe their 
tieaſure ighelow. As the Serpent grouecls vpon 
the earch, ſo doth the Serpents ſeed, and hath 
net ſo much as the countenance of grace, 
Thezefore as God hath giuen theſe vocati. 
ons ynto cuery true Pilgrim , to bee exerciſed 
cherein,during this preſent life,the one for him- 
ſelfe,the other for Ged; And for that wee may 
the better, as it were, beare an eucn band in the 
practiſing and exercifing of them . as God may

Now for the bodily eſtate,the Apoſtle ſaith. 
If wee haue food and raiment, let vs be therewith 
content. 1, Tim. 6, avd Salomon beeing both 


' wiſeand rich, prayed for a competent living, 


faying, Lord gize mee neither ponerty nor riches, 
onely grant mee a neceſſary lining, Pro. 30,8, 
Apgaine , the Apoſtle exhorteth vs to have our 
conucrſation without couctouſneſſe;, beeing 
content with ſuch things as wee haue,, beſides 
many other like places for the ſame purpoſe. 

Now the worldly man hath no contentment, 
but a continuall defire of worldly riches, which 
is but a falſe treaſure to truſt ypon , bue Saint. 
Paul ſheweth vnto vs a riches which enery 
true Chriftian ought to couer and defire, ſaying, 


 Godlineſſe is great gaine, if a man be content with 


| thathee hath.1.Tim 6, Out of theſe words ifſue 


wany profitable leſſons and inſtruftions for all 
tre Chriſtians to obſerue ana follow, for a 


Chriſtian ſhall finde little ioy in riches. but ſhall 


finde great ioy in the holy Ghoſt, they ſhall 


findelictle peace in the world , but ſhall finde 


great peace in conſcience. 

Now, when the Apoſtle had :found out the 
diſeaſe of couctouſneſſe, hee like a skilfull Phy= 
ſition , goeth about to pick out the greedy 
worme, which maketh men ſo hungry 'for 


wealth, and then ſetteth ſuch a glafle before 
. them,

them, which hee calleth contentation , that wi'l 
make aſhilling ſeerwe as great as a pound ,and 
a cottage ſecme as faire as a Pallace, &c. that 
hee which hath but twenty pounds, ſhall be as 

metry as he which hath at hundred pounds. 
Tt wee heare and vnderftand them withthe 
fame ſpirit that Saint Pazle writ them , then 
will they ſo worke vpon our hearts, that euery 
man ſhall goe away contented with that hee 
hath, Ike Zackens which before hee had fcerie 
Chriſt, knew nothing but to ſcrape, but as ſocne 
as hee had heard Chriſt, all hjiz minde was ſet 
vpon giving, This was the firſt day that Zache- 
x5 {cemed rich to himſelfe, when riches ſeemed 
dung ynto him, and goelinefle ſeemed riches, 
for when wee contemne riches, then ſhall wee 
ſecme riche , becauſe no man hath enough bur 
heewhich is contented, for wee ſhall be coue- 
cous yntill wee become reſigious, Therefore he 
that will have contentation , muſt Icaue his 
couctouſneſle in pawne for it, for what hath 
brought yſury,and fimony, and bribery,and cru- 
elty,cnuie, ſtrife, and deceit into the world, and 
made cuery houſe an Jnne, and every ſhoppea 
market of othes and lyes , and fraude , bur the 
ſuperfiuous loue of money, and therefore name 
couetouſnefſe, and thou þaft named then rhe 


mother of all theſe miſchieſes. id

Of them which ſeeme to bee wiſe, there bee 
no ſuch fooles in the world, as they which loue 
money better then themſelues, but this is the 
judgement of God, that they which deceiue 
others, deceiue themſelues, and liue like Caine 
which was a vagabond vpon his owne land, ſo 
they are beggers inthe middeſtof their wealth: 
for though they haue vnderſtanding to know 
niches, and a mindeto ſ{ecke them, and wit to 
findethem, and policie ro kecpe them, yetthey 
haue a falſe fight and bleered cye, that when 
theirricheslye before them , they ſeeme poore, 
and hee which hath ſo much , ſzemeth richer 
then they, 

Itis a wonderto fee men compaſſing abcur 
ſecking what they may. ger, {uch loucis there 
detweene men and money,that they which pros 
kſe good will ynto it with their harts, will not 


| take ſo mcuh paines for their !ife , as they take 


for gaine, therefore no maruell if they haueno 


| kifure to ſanRifie rhemſelues, which haue ne 
| leiſure ro refreſh 'themſeſnes . Our Sauiour 


Chrift knew what hee ſpake , when hee faid: 
No man C43 [erat two Aſarters, meaning God 


| and the world, hereFSre the Apoſtle fairh , The 
| love of this world is enmity to < jod , f1gaifying 


hkch:emulation- is betweene theſe rwo, thar 
God cannot abide the world ſhould have a part, 
85 and 
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and the world cannot abide that God ſhoyv1d 
have a part, therefore the loue of the world 
muſt needs be emnity to God, 

And {o no couectous perſon is Gods ſervant, 
bur his enimy, for this cauſe couetouſneſſe is 
called Idolatry . Now the Apoſtle to make ys 
to loue godlineflc,nee calleth it by the name of 
orcat gaine , heare wee may ſce that God duth 
not command men to bee godly onely,becauſe 
it maketh for his glory, but becauſe godlineſſy 
is profitable to vs . Alſo, for godlinefle is no» 
called painc in reſpect of God , but in reſpeR of 
ys,it is caine to vs, but it is duty to him, ſo it is 
'nort called a health in reſpect of ys, becauſe itis 
the health of our ſoules,ſo it is not called a king- 
dome in reſpect of God , but in reſpe of vs, 
becauſe wee are intituled to the kingdome , by 
this difference from the reprobates, | 

Now put all the good things inthe world 
together, and the goodneſle of all is foundin 
godlineſſe ; to ſhew that the godly are as well, 
as merry, as content, with their loue rowards 
God,and Gods loue towards thern, as other are 
with health, and wealth, and picaſure. Therefore 
itis ſaid of the godly , The feare of the Lord is 
' their treaſure. . 
But the riches of the world are called earthly, 


tranſitory, ſnares, dung, as though they were 
not 


Laine for all the world, becauſe itbrings himto = 


| Contentation is of ſuch a natwre, that it can pleaſe 
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| not worthy to bee counted riches, afid therfore 


to draw the earncſt loue of men from them, the 


| holy Ghoſt brings them in with ſuchnames ef 


d1\daine,to diſgrace them with their loyers. 
But when hee comes to godlinefle, which is 
the riches of the ſoule, then hee calleth it great 


| riches, heauenly riches, vnſearchable riches; 


cuerlaſting riches, with all the names ofpleaſure, 
and all the names of happineſle, | 
The worldly man hath a kinde of peace and 
joy,and riches,bur it cannot be called great, be- 
cauſe they haue not enough, they are not con= 
tent, as the godly arc,therefore godlineſle hath 
his honour,ro be called great gaine, 
Riches makes bate, bur godlinefſe makes 
peace, riches breeds couetouſneſle, but godlie 
neſſe brings contentation , riches makes a man 
vnwilling to dye, but godlineſſe makes aman 
ready to die,taerefore onely godlinefſe hath this 
honour to be called great riches, ſuch joy, ſuch 
peace is in godlineſſe,and yetno man couetsit. 
For this is the quality of yertue, it ſeemeth

Therefore blefſ:d is the man whom godli«» 
neſſe doth make rich, ſaith Salomon ,and brings 
eth no ſorrow of heart withit Pro.10,22, thefe 
atethe riches which at thelaſt wee muſt dwell 
wich, when all the reſt which.we haue lyed for, 
and {worne for, and fretted for, and broken our 
ſleepe for, and loſt many a Sermon for, will for= 
ſake vs, hike ſeruants which change their Mai= 
ters , thea godlineſle ſhall ſeeme as great gaine 
ynto vs , 2Sit did co Saint Pax, and hee which 
loued the world moſt, would giue a'l that hee: 
hath for a dram of faith, that he might be ſure to 
go: to heauen when ke is dead,though he went 
towards hell {o long as he liued. 

Thus wee may ſee the fruices of godlineſſe, 
2nd the fruits of couetouſneſſc : forif wee bee

then godlineſle is not yet come vneo that man, 
for the companion of podlineſle is contentati- 
on, which when ſhee commeth will bring vato 
vsall good things. 
_ Thus much for this firſt part, wherein is con.

which often hath (iraied himſelfe before,and be- 
ing now recourred 10 the right way 282i4C, 
Pandeth like a Marke of knowledge in the tur= 
nirgs that lead viito blind by-waycs, to direct 
allrhoſe that ſcek for comfort that they may fols 
low the ready path thar leadeth ro eternal hap- 
| pine fle: Theretore tom the firſt ſetting forth, 
eurn from the time of youth, 'v+hen man begins 
eth his pilerimage courſe, Sa/omon telleth how / 
he ſhail therein prepare himſelfe to walke, and 
ſerteth him in a faire high way , wherein izns 
turning,cither to the right hand orto thelefr,

thinke ypon our end: yet leaſt they ſhould poſte 
ouer the remembrance vntill age come , which

Therefore when /eremy had numbred all the 
calamities and finnes of the Tewes at the laſt he 
imputed all ro tiis, ſhe remembred not her end 
Laws, 1.9.50 it may be iudged why natural men 
are for nothing bur their pompe,, why great | 
men care for nothing but their honour and dige 
nity, why couctous worldlings care for nothing 
but their gaine, why voluptuous Epicures care 
for nothiag bur their pleaſures, that it may be 
ſaid with /erc-mmie they remembred not their 
endes. 
Seeing then that ſo much fruit growerh of one 
ltalke, which is the numbring of our dayes. Let

ynbelecuers, /oh,3.18, 

As vnto the belecuers the Goſpel is the pow- 
er of God ynto ſaluation : ſo vnto the ynbelee- 
uers it is the ſauor of death vnto death, becauſe 
| they either condemn or corrupt it.2.Cor,2.15.16 
The promiſe of ſaluation belongeth not onely 
| ynto certaine men, as Prophets, Apoſtles, bur ge- 
nerally vnto all bei{ceuers, Mark,16.16,where- 
fore no man ought ro diſpaireor to thinke hitn= 
ſelf exepted,but repent & bcelecue only. Lu.8.50 

The Maieſty and excellency of che goſpell mult 
needs be great, ſeeing in times palt it was pro= 
miſed by the Prophets as a-fingular and admira- - 
ble guitt : & being thus promiſed was commen- 
ded in wryting for the perpetuall nouriſhing of 
the hope of thetaichfu'l, - 

| The Goſpel or Euangel by the very ſound 
and fignification of the word, is diſcerned from 
the law, the goſpell ro ſpeake properly , 1s not a 
doctrine teaching precepts or pertefter Coun- 
ſeis then the law of God , but a dottrine bring 
ing from heauen moſt joytull newes, touching 
the {auiour,and grace of God 1n Chrift, cowards 
all ſuch as by faith lay hold on the Mediator. 
Hereupon Chriſt ſaid that the cies and cares of 
his diſciples were happie , when they had heard 
the preaching of the Goſpell,and leene the _— 
confir- 
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confirmed with miracles , for that they ſaw and 
heard thoſe things which many Kings and Pro- 
phetsdelired to fee & heare, and yet could not 2 
Rut wee atthis day are no lefſe happy then the 
Diſciples, yea we are much more happy nowthe 
they were then, for albeit they ſaw Chriſt in the 
fleſh,and heard him reach, yea at that time, they 
had not heard that hee died forvs, and that our 
fins being altogether waſhed away by his death, 
& chat he had riſen againe fro death,& aſcended 
inte heaucn,and fat at the right hand of Gad the 
father,all which are in the goſpel declared to vs, 
By the bookes of the new Teftament we bee 
raughr alſo,thart Chriſt atore promrled, which is 
God aboue all things,molt bleſſed for cuer,cuen 
he which was ſhadowed in the bookes of the old 
Teftament,and in factifices figured, that he was 
ſent at the laſt from the father, the ſelf ſame time 
which the father did conſtitute within himſelf,at 
that time when all wickednefle abounded in the | 
world,& then he was ſent. & this Jeſts our Saui- 
our, being borne in the fleſh,ſuffered death, and 
role again from the dead, which 2&s of his, were 
not done by him in reſpect of the good works of 
any iman(for we are all finners)bur that this God 
our father ſhould appeare rrue in exhibiting the 
abound: riches of his gracc which he promiled, 
and that through his mercy he might bring vs to 
- faluation. Whcre- 
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Wherevpon it is evidently ſhewed in the new 
Teſtament,thar Jeſus Chriſt being the Lambe,the 
true ſacrifice of the world, putting away the fins 
of men, came into this world to purchaſe grace 
and peace forys with the father, waſhing vs from 


| ourfinnes in his blood, & ſhould deliuer vs from 
| the bondage of the Diuill, whom by finne wee 


did ſerae, and fo we ſhould bee adopred by him 


to be the lonnes of God, and heires with him of 


| that moſt cxceilent and cucrlaſting kingdome. 


Now that we ſhould acknowledge this fingu- 
lar and excellent benefit of God towards vs, Al- 
mighty God giueth vs his holy ſpicit,the fruin& 


_ eftc of which is faith in God, & in hisChriſt, for 


without the holy Ghoſt,by which we are inſtru- 
ted & ſealed, neither can we! belecue that God 
y father ſent 2Yeſſizs,nor yet that Jeſus is Chriſt- 
So no man, ſaith \,Pa%1, can ſay that Jeſus is the 
Lora, but by the holy Ghoſt the ſame ſpirit witneſ- 
ſeth to owr ſpirits "that we zre the children of God, 
and powreth imto our bowels, that charity which $ R 
Paul deſcribeth to the 7 orinthians, Furthermore, 
that holy ſpirit doth giue vs hope, which is a ſure 
looking for eternall life, whereof hee himſzlfe is | 
the ceſtajne token and pledge, 

Ailo nee giueth vs ſpirttnall gifts , of which 
Paul ixriteth to the Galarhians . therefore the 
beneſit of faith is not to be cefpiſed , ot fo lirile *

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to be ſet by, for by the meanes ofthistruf and 
faythin Chriſt which worketh by charity, and 
ſhewerth it ſelfe forth by the works of harit y 
- . moouing men therevnto, we areiuſtified and 

 ſantified, that is to ſay, God the father of our 
Lord /e/#s Chrift, which is made our father al. 
ſo by him being our brother, doth accompr vs 
to be iult and holy chrough his grace, &through 
the merit of his ſoune Teſ#s Chr,ft,not imputing

Finally Chri/? himſelfe came into the world 
to the intent that we through him being ſanRi- 
fied and clenſed fromour — a following his 
will in good workes, ſhogld deny the things 
pertaining to the flefh, and freely ſerue him in 
righteouſnes and holines all the dayes of our 
lives: And that by good works which God hath

To Chr: mutt we come, and follow him with

his might and power 1n working miracles, ſc- 
condly , by his eflentiall ſanRtiry , and. third- 
ly, his reſurrection from . the dead, becauſe 
hee quickned and paue life ynto him-

The officc of Chrift is heere brecfely pores 
tit, 
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firſt, beeauſe hee is Te/zs , that is the ſauiour:

All this is performed in Chriſt for vs , who
